Har he had conſidercd of their deſires, and was very willing to gratife them: and 
thanked them tor their Care and Zea! for rhe preſervation of thc Kings lite, and 
. Ot the Proteſtant Religion. And then rold thcm thar he couid not aniwer their de- 
fires of himſeif, withour calling the Lieutcnancy, and theretore he wou'd cauic 
the Licurenancy to mcet on Thurſday nexr; thar being the 1irft day that: would 
.be at liberty from other buſinefs alrcady atligned; or cile ikey ſhould have bcen 
called ſouner, for his Lordſhip rold rhem that he wouid loſe no rime in it; His T.ord-

pictoervation of the Kings Lite in the firft piace, upon wich not only the Happineſs 


of this City, but of rhc whole Nation depended ; and thar he took the more liberty 
fo to ſpeak, becaule it was very well known, though to the grict of all good Prote- 
Aants, that there arc a certain fort of mon who make it their buſineſs to leſſen the 
Plor, and ſome would make it no Plot at azl, others ſay that it was a Plot made by rhe 
Proteſtants, and then calt upon rhe Papilts ; others would have ir to be altogether 
2 Proteſtant Plot ; and rar his ſort of Perfons were the moſt dangerous, and had 
been deſervedly {tvled PROTESTANTS IN MASQUERADE, adding, That he had 
rather have to do with an opcn proteſt Papiſt, than with one of theſe difguiſed Pro- 
:citans: for rhatan open Enemy was much more eligible than a falſe Friend : But 
he koped that in a litric time ſuch kind of perſons would be taken notice of, and 
reccive the reward due to their merits.
